It seems to be true, however, that while 
these Middle of the Road Populists are 
strong as ever in localities, they have 
been on the whole swallowed up by the reg- 
ular Democratic organization.

There 
is a bare bility that enough of them 
might do t in the Vincennes District, for 
instance, to elect a Republican, although the 
Dernocratic sitting member of can 
fairly count on a re@lection in the face of any- 
thing except a landslide, such as that of 1804, 
when the Republicans carried every district 
in the State.

To get any basis for an estimate as to the 
result in Indiana it is necessary first of all 
to take into consideration the fact that in 
1896 McKinley had a plurality in this State 
over Bryan of 18,181 votes. e Republican 
national ticket had a fraction over half of 
all the votes cast in the State. McKinley's 
‘percentage of the total vote was 50.81. In 
1898, two years later, the result in the State 
was almost identically the same. Hunt, the 
Republican candidate for Secretary of State, 
had a plurality of 17,515 over Ralston, the 
Democratic candidate. His percentage of 
the total vote was 49.90, or so nearly a ma- 
jority of the whole that the percentage of | 
the two years of 1896 and 18098 may be as- 
sumed to be the same. 

Of course, 1808 was an off year, and there- 
fore it would be natural to look for a con- 
siderable Republican loss. On the other 
hand, a successful foreign war had just been 
concluded and the administration reaped 
the benefit of the glamor which still hung 
about the naval victories at Manila and 
Santiago, and the brilliant dash of the army 
at El Caney and San Juan. The off year 
was therefore neutralized to a certain ex- 
tent because it was a year of war, but there 
was nevertheless a great falling off in the 
total vote, which dropped from 637,000 in 
1896 to 573,000 in 1898.

An inspection of the returns will speedy 
show that while the Democrats gained in 
the Democratic counties the Republicans 
gained in the Republican counties. Personal 
conversations by THE representa- 
tive with not only county but precinct chair- 
men as well seems to furnish the explana- 
tion of this state of affairs, and it is ex- 
tremely important because of its bearing on 
the result next week.

These farmers therefore took in the free 
silver idea as good Republican doctrine long 
before the issue was made between the two 
parties. They were easily led to believe that 
when the St. Louis convention declared for 
the gold standard it had gone back on the 
old Republican doctrine and had been bought 
by the barons of Wall street. These Re- 
publican farmers who had been reading free 
silver literature all winter were busy in their 
fields during the summer time and hence 
had no leisure in which to read the Repub- 
lican campaign documents. They therefore 
-voted for Bryan in 1896. This fact is at 
once obvious to any one who makes a per- 
sonal investigation in the agricultural coun- 
tles of Indiana.

The one great danger to the Republicans 
comes from the posibility of a light vote.

If this State is doubtful the election of 
McKinley is doubtful as well, for the surface 
indications of his success are no stronger 
dn Illinois or Ohio than in Indiana, although 
as a matter of course the majority here is, 
comparatively speaking, a narrow one. 

Congressional Situation. 

The Congressional situation is not mate- 
rially different from that respécting the 
State and national ticket, except in a single 
instance. The Republicans now have the 
First, Fifth, Sixth, Seventh, Eighth, Ninth, 
Tenth, Eleventh, and, Thirteenth Districis. 
In each of these except the Fifth the sitting 
member of Congress is a candidate for re- 
election, and in seven out of the nine districts 
the Republicans will elect their members of 
‘Congress by safe majorities. 

There are two of the Republican districts 
which may fairly be considered doubtful. 
The Ninth, represented by Charley 
Landis, is distinctly an agricultural district. 
The large and prosperous country towns of 
Delphi, Frankfort, Crawfordsville, Lebanon, 
Noblesville, and Tipton are all surrounded 
by fine farming communities. The district is 
undeniably close and Mr. Landis, who is a 
vehement opponent of civil service reform, 
is suffering from a species of poetic justice, 


grow out of questions of patronage. 

If there were his district large manu- 
facturing or railroad centers to make them 
subject to the anti-McKinley influences pre- 
viously noted, Landis would be likely to lose 
his seat. As it is, however, the farmers will 
probably prove his salvation and the Repub- 
lican party managers now claim the district 
by 1,000 majority. The Democratic leaders 
still think they can beat Landis; and this 16 
shown by the fact that practically all of Mr. 
Bryan's stops in the State on his final trip 
were scheduled for the Landis district. 

In the Fifth District, of which Terre Haute 
ig the metropolis, the conditions are dis- 
tinctly unfavorable to the Republicans, and | 
yet at the same time the probability is that 
they will elect Hololiday to Congress, suc- 
ceeding Mr. Faris, the present Republican 
member. There is a distressing Republican 
factional fight in the district, which Tun 
TRIBUNE representative has heretofore re- 
ported fully. The evil effects of this fight 
are confined largely to Terre Haute. That is 
the home of Debs, and some of the Repub- 
lican loss there will not go to Bryan, but to 
Debs, and the Debs vote besides that will be 
drawn from the Democrats rather than from 
the Republicans, in the proportion of 2 to 1. 


Terre Haute District in Danger. 


If McKinley carries the State by 20,000 
plurality or more, as now seems quite proba- 
ble, the Republicans will save the district, 
but it is a doubtful one at best, and if there 
is to be any loss in Republican Congressmen 
in Indiana it will probably develop first at 
Terre Haute. There is in that city, how- 
ever, a large and exceedingly vena! floating 
vote, and it is only reasonable to su 
that somebody will buy it outright. If the 
Democrats fail to do so from lack of money 
rather than from integrity, the Republicans 
will carry the district, but it is quite pos- 
sible for the Democratic managers, if they 
are so inclined and have money enough to 
outbid thelr opponents, to secure a Con- 

in the Terre Haute district. 

The four Democratic districts, the Second, 
Third, Fourth, and Twelfth, are reasonably 
safe for them. If there is any weakness it 
is more likely to be in the Twelfth or Fort 
Wayne district. There is a kind of a tradi- 
tion up there among the Democrats that no 
man should be in Congress more than two 
terms, and besides that the Republican 
candidate, Bob Hanna, was born in the dis- 
trict and is the son of one of the moat re- 
spected pioneers of Fort Wayne. There is a 
chance, but it is only a chance, for the Re- 
publicans to redeem the district. 12 

Some of the Democratic managers believe 
they can capture the First, or Evansville, 
district from the Republicans. They don’t 
believe it as much now as they did a month 
ago, however. The Democratic candidate, 
Colonel Alfred Dale Owen, was supposed to 
be particularly popular with the old soldiers, 
and besides that there was expected down 
there a serious defection among the Ger- 
mans. In both of these respects the Demo- 
cratie managers have been disappointed, 
and Hemenway, the Republican, has a much 
stronger hold on the First District than 
Robinson, the Democrat, has on his seat up 
in Fort Wayne.

The extent of this evil of vote buying can- 


not be understéo@ by people who are not 
on the ground. Any figures made regard- 
ing the result in Indiana must always de 

en in view of the fact that it would not 
be extraordinary to learn that 10,000 or 20,000 
voters had cast their ballots for improper 
reasons. This thing is done at every elec- 
tion in Indiana by both .parties. It is so 
common scarcely any attempt is made to 
conceal it, and im many cases party man- 
agers have to buy their own voters. 

They do say that these corrupt voters 
have a sort of honor about staying bought 
when they are once purchased, but, however 
that may be, it is quite true that elections 
cannot be carried in Indiana without money, 
and that all estimates as to the trend ot 
public sentiment are Itkely to be upset by 
the direct purchase of voters at the polls 
on election day. * 


Money May Carry the State. 

The figures giyen above therefore have 
been made on the basis of a pure election. 
Without the expenditure of a dollar Mekin- 
ley has this State by a 20,000 plurality as 
a minimum and with a maximum which 
might run above 40,000 without surprising 
those people here in both parties who are on 
the inside. The Republicans have plenty of 
money, and Chairman Hernly says he will 
use his funds freely to prevent the Dem- 
ocrats buying voters next Tuesday. So far 
as can be learned the Democratic managers 
are not supplied with funds, If Richard 
Croker gave Mayor Taggart any money in 
New York it has not permeated the State. 

If there are any funds in the Democratic 
treasury it is quite well understood they will 
be used to the detriment rather than to the 
benefit of Bryan. If voters are purchased 
by the Democrats it is quite likely to be in 
the endeavor to secure the election of Kern, 
their candidate for Governor. and in fact the 
average floater would do a thriving business 
by negotiating with the Republicans for his 
vote for President and with the Democrats 
for his vote for Governor. 

The Republican managers feet they do not 
need to spend any money this year, as they 
have the State safely, and y say they will 
use the liberal funds at their disposal to 

t bribery and put an end to corrup- 
tion. In this they are wise, for McKinley 
certainly has the State, and he can carry 
Indiana without any money if the Democrats 
do not set the ball rolling. EBiven if they do 
Indiana should not be put in the list of doubt- 
ful States, for it is safely and surely Repub- 
lican, as much so as Illinois or Ohio.

SMALLPOX KILLS TWO CHIEFS. 


Death of Indian Leaders Ends Project 
‘for Removal to Mexico—Disease 
on Reservations. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 30.—The probable 
collapse of the movement that has threat- 
ened to result in the removal of the Shawnee, 
Delaware, and other Indian bands to Mexico. 
is announced in a report received at the In- 
terior department from Assistant Special 
Agent Bentley, telling of the death of two 
Indian chiefs who led in the project. The 
report announces that Big Jim, principal 
chief of. his band of Shawnees, died at Sa- 
binas, Mexico, on Sept. 80, of smallpox, and 
that Jack Harrie, one of the chiefs of the 
Delawares, who accompanied Big Jim, died 
the same day of the same disease. Big Jim’s 
party consisted of six persons, four of whom 
died. These chiefs were bitterly opposed to 
civilization and their ambition for years has 
been to remove their people to Mexico, there 
to live in extlusion, away from the white 
man and his influence. , 

Smallpox has broken out in a number of 
Indian reservations in the West, and it is 
feared that when the cold weather sets in 
the epidemic will become more widespread 
and assume a more malignant form. Every 
possible effort is making to stay its progress, 
and the Indian bureau is forwarding vaccine 
virus to the various agencies. Lieutenant 
Colonel Randlett, in charge of the Kiowa 
Indian Agency in Oklahoma, telegraphs that 
emallpox is epidemic on the Wichita reserva- 
tion and that fifty cases have developed 
among the children at the Riverside Indian 
boarding school on that reservation. On the 
Colville Agency at Miles, Wash., nine cases 
have developed. On the Fort Hall Agency in 
Idaho smallpox is increasing. United States 
Senator Shoup of Idaho reports that small- 
pox is prevalent at Blackfoot and Pocatello 
and that fear is entertained that it will ex- 
tend to the Indians. The disease also has 
been reported from Valentine, Neb., the ship-

DIES ALONE ON BARREN ISLE. 
Sailor Starves to Death, Deserted by His 
: Friends—Records Sufferings in a 


Diary—Skeleton Found. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 30.—[Special. ]— 
On Unimak Island, which guards one of the 
entrances to the Bering Sea, a rude mound 
of rocks marks the last resting place of 
Charles William Anderson, sailor, fisher- 
man, and hunter. 

Anderson starved to death on the bleak 
and barren island waiting for friends who 
deserted him.. He died on June 19, 1899, and 
his skeleton in his bunk and his diary beside 
it were found by two hunters who were 
driven on the island during a storm. 

The diary was addressed to Andrew Gros- 
wold of Unga, who arrived here a few days 
ago with his friend's last writings. 

Several vessels passed by his island prison, 
the pathetic record reads, but none saw An- 
derson’s flag of distress. Once a vessel was 
becalmed close to the shore and he tried 
to reach it, but he had not the strength left 
to launch his little boat. His legs had failed 
him and he could only pull himself along by 
his elbows. 

He deliberated on shooting his dog, Demp- 
sey, bu} he could not screw up courage to 
slay his faithful friend. He brought seals 
to me through the breakers,“ hé wrote, and 
Ifed him as long as I could.” Finally the 
dog disappeared. 

The diary records the terrible sufferings 
of Anderson from thirst and his expeditions 
after fresh water. The last entry says: 

Monday, June 19—Now I must go for 
Water again. I am more afraid this time 
than before. But with God's help I may 
come back again. I would not like to die 
outside. But God's will be done.“ 


He had his wish, for he returned and died 
in his bunk.

TARDY JUSTICE FOR CONVICTS. 


Stain and Cromwell, Serving Life Sen- 
tences in Maine, Said to Be In- 
nocent of Crime. 


Augusta, Me., Oct. 30.—(Special.]— 
was presented to Governor Powers and is 
counsel today two petitions for the pardon 
of David L. Stain and Oliver Cromwell, con- 
victed twelve years ago of the murder of 
Cashier John W. Barron of the Dexter (Me.) 
Savings Bank and now serving life sentences 
in the Maine State Prison. The crime was 
committed on Feb. 22, 1878, and Stain and 
Cromwell's arrest years afterward was 
brought about by information furnished by 
Stain’s son. 

The latter has recently made afflidavit 
that his téstimony at the trial was perjury 
from beginning to end, and this, together 
with other testimony, is expected to set the 
convicts, now old men, free. Governor Pow- 
ers will hear the testimony at the meeting of 
the council next month. One of the petitions 
presented today is signed by Lewis A. Barker 
of as counsel for Stain and Crom- 
well; thé other by William H. Drury, a Bos- 
ton lawyer, in behalf of himself and others. 

Their contention is that Stain and Crom- 
well were both in Medfield, Mass., 300 miles 
from Dexter, Me., on the day of the bank 
robbery and murder. They claim to be able 
to substantiate this contention by convincing 
testimony.

“The prejudice against the opening of 
public art galleries, museums, and libraries 
on Sunday is rapidly vanishing,” said Presi- 
dent Blatchford. “ There is no ground for 
the scruple that Sunday opening of libraries 
conflicts with a strict church Sabbath. In 
fact, the sooner we realize that the library 
might be made an adjunct to the church 
the better. 
“As President of the institution, I am in 
favor of keeping te Newberry Library open 
on Sundays, and I intend to use my influence 
toward that end. The directors of the library 
meet next Monday and the subject may then 
be brought before them. 
The opening of the Newberry Library on 
Gundays would place it at the disposal of 
hundreds of people whose work during the 
week precludes them from its use now. At 
present many residents of the North Side | 
who are unable to use the Public Library on 
Sundays are confronted with a library in 
their ‘own vicinity the doors of which are 
closed to them. In the face of this there is 
absolutely no reason why the library should 
not be kept open at least on Sunday after-

The records in Trenton show that only nine 
| of 200 corporations organized under the laws 
of that State and having pooling agreements 
‘possess charters which provide for such pool- 
ing agreements. The pooling agreement in 
the case of the nine charters is substantially 
the same. It makes it competent for any 
number of the stockholders to make an 
agreement in writing providing for the trans- 
fer of their shares to a trusteé or trustees to 
be held and voted upon or sold or otherwise 
dealt with by the trustee during the term 
specified and in the manner prescribed in the 
contract. 

In case of the making of any such agree- 
ment, héwever, all the certificates of stock 
must be plainly stamped across the face with 
a notice that such pooling agreement exists 
and that all stock is subject to it. One of the 
leading exponents of corporation law said 
today that the distilling company’s discom- 
fiture as to the establishment of a voting 
trust probably marks the beginning of a 
series of sensations in this respect. He was 
aware that there are a large number of com- 
panies whose stock is in a voting pool, and, 
what is more, he did not think that in all 
instances this voting pool had been created 
in ignorance of the law. e

„ The decision is of interest only as an 
emic question, because if it shall be 
sustained on appeal the voting trustees have 
merely to act under the separate proxies 
which they have already procured and which 
by the statutés of New Jersey are expressly 
made good for three years. 

“ Even in the present case the court ex- 
pressly recognized the right of the stock- 
holders to delegate by proxy the right to 
vote, but limits the creation of a voting 
trust agreement only to the extent that it 
shall not be made irrevocable and shall per- 
mit all stockholders to join in it. The vot- 
ing trustees can now so amend the voting 
trust agreement as to permit all to come 
in and to make it revocable. Such an amend- 
ment can be made in a few minutes because 
the voting trust agreement by its terms 
expressly permits the trustees to change the 
same. The decision was entered only on a 
temporary hearing and should not be ainder- 
stood as holding that voting trusts are ille- 
gal in New Jersey or elsewhere. 1 

Under this ruling the voting trust will 
become all the stronger, for all the stock 
gets into it. The plaintiff whose stock had 
been hypothecated and who had not pos- 
session of it was not a party to the voting 
trust a t. The one who bought his 
stock when it was sold under the collateral 
power will now havea right to deposit it with 
the voting trustees.”

LANE SLAYER GUILTY 


FERRELL PRONOUNCED A 


First Degree Verdict Returned With- 
dent Recommendation as to Clem- 
ener, Carrying with It Death by 


an Express Messenger, by Shooting 


Marysville, O., Oct, 30.—The jury at mid- 
night returned a verdict of murder in the 
first degree, without recommendation, 
against H. Ferrell for the murder 
on the night of Aug. 10 last of Charles Lan, 
an express messenger on a Pan-Handle east- 
bound train. The verdict carries with it 
2 penalty, which in Ohio is electro- 
cu on. 

A desperate effort was made to save the 
prisoner’s life. The crime was not denied, 
but the plea was made that he was eee 
irresponsible, and an attempt was made to

The deliberations of the jury occupied six 
hours and thirty minutes and the verdict 
was reached at 11:40 topight. When the 
verdict was read Ferrell appeared to be 
taken by surprise and his face flushed. This 
was the first visible sign of emotion that has 
been shown by the prisoner during the trial, 
but he quickly regained his composure and 
was led back to his cell without having ut- 
tered a word. 

Judge Melhorn discharged the jury, and 
the Hon. J. L..

Death at Atrora of James Ruddy 


Makes Three Bereavements Which a 
Former Irish Girl Has 
Within Seven Yeare—First Mar-

Another chapter to the romantic life his- 
tory of Mrs. es Ruddy was added Mon- 
day by the death of her husband in Aurora. 
For the third time within seven years it 
is Mrs. Ruddy's lot to wear widow's weeds. 
She was first the wife of Thomas Mackin, 
the millionaire North Side contractor, who 
died six months after his marriage. Within 


| fifteen months after Mackin’s death she 


married Watson Ruddy, his life-long friend. 
Watson Ruddy died four years ago, and 
within a year after his death the widow mar- 
ried his brether, James Ruddy, who aft 

a few weeks’ iliness succumbed at his st 
farm west of Aurora on Monday. 

The death of her third husband leaves Mrs. 
Ruddy independently wealthy. The estate, 
which is owned by her and her son, the issue | 
of her second marriage, is estimated to be 
worth from $250,000 to $500,000. 


Girlhood Spent in Ireland. 
Mrs. Ruddy's life reads like a romance. 
She was born and reared at Warren Point, 
County Dawn, Ireland, where her parents 
conducted 4 hotel. Warren Point is not far 
from Newry on Carlingford Bay, and it was 
to this place that Thomas Mackin went 
when, in 1801, his daughter Alice married 
John J. Philbin, a contractor, much against 
his wishes. His first wife had died and 
he went abroad in search of recreation. In 
the inn at Warren Point he met Martha 
Byrne. 
Mackin soon found himself in love, and 
before he left for the United States the gir! 
had promised to come to Chicago. The 
World's Fair was attracting thousands of 
foreigners to the United States, and Miss 
Byrne decided to visit her brother, Patrick 
Byrne, who was then living in New. Or- 
leans. Before going to New Orleans she 
decided to stop a few days in Chicago, and 
wrote Mr. Mackin to that effect. 

There was some misunderstanding as to 
the hour of the girl's arrival in Chicago, 
and Mr. Mackin sought the services of his 
friend, Watson Ruddy, to aid him in find 
ing her. It fell to the lot of Watson Ruddy 
to discover Miss Byrne stowed away in a 
bus. He escorted her to a carriage and 
they drove to Mackin's residence at Diver- 
sey and Lincoln Park boulevards. 

With Ruddy it is said to have been a case 
of love at firdt sight. “Tom, if you don't 
want her I will take her,” Watson Ruddy 
is reported to havé said to Mackin. 


Wedded in New Orleans. 

But Mackin did want her. The girl went to 
New Orleans and Mr. Mackin accompanied 
ger. On May 7, 1803, they were married in 
St. Alphonso’s Church in that city. | 

Mr. Mackin's children did not look with 
favor on the marriage, and when Mackin 
died in 1808, at the age of 64 years, he left 
the bulk of his property to his widow, who 
then was 36 years old. 

His children contested the will. In court 
they produced a contract between Mrs. 
Mackin and their father by which Mrs. 
Mackin agreed to waive all claims against 
the estate fer $30,000 in event of Mackin’s 
death. But the contract was made after 
ma and the court held it to be invalid. 

After much litigation the children agreed 
to settle with the step-mother for $250,000. 
This ‘amount was to be paid in ten annual 
installments of $25,000 each. Six of these 
installments already have deen paid, and the 
are is due next January. 

t. 1804, Mrs. Mackin married 
Watson Ruday. Shortly after her marriage 
she moved.to Aurora, where her husband 
had bought a farm. After Watson Ruddy’s 
death the widow married his brother James. 

Mrs. Ruddy is not known in society circles. 
She was always of a retiring disposition 
and kept close within a small circle of in- 
timate friends. At present she is 48 years 
old, but retains most of the beauty that cap- 
tured the hearts of Mackin and the Ruddys.

Care Taker of Marquette School Has a 
Regular Bill of $18 Against the 
Eastern University and Employs a 
Bad Debt Concern to Obtain Far- 
‘ment Instead of Sending Claims 
Through Board ef Education—Im- 
portant Matters Come Up Tenight. 


Harvard University has been dunned for 
a bill of $18 by a Chicago school janitor 
through a local collection agency. As a re- 
sult some interesting correspondence has 
passed between Purser Mason of the Uni- 
versity and President Harris of the Board 


versity were indignant at being approached 
by a cellection agency on a debt for which 
they said they never had received a bill. 
President Harris is indignant that the Board 
of Education should be involved, apparent- 
ly, in the affair. 95 

It has taken several days to clear the mys- 
tery ‘of a communication received from 
Purser Mason by President Harris. In the 
letter Mr. Mason explained that Harvard 
University is always glad to pay its debts 
when bills are rendered in the regular way. 
Attorney MoMahon went to work to find out 
who had employed the collection — 
The man was discovered to be Janitor Chris- 
tlanson of the Marquette School. 

Last spring the Harvard entrance exam 
nations were held at the Marquette School. 
It is a rule of the board that the janitor shall 
be paid by the parties using the building. | 
The bill is, therefore, perfectly correct. It 
is stated, however, that the janitor should 
have sent it to the Board of Education. 

A letter of explanation and 
been written to Harvard University, the 
janitor has been instructed to prepare his 
bill, and the debt of $18, which caused 
so much tribulation, will be paid.

PRINCETON GETS RARE BIRDS. 


British Museum Sends 2,000 Valuable 
Skins as a Gift to the University’s 
Collection. | | 


Princeton, N. J., Oct. 30.—[Special.J—Mr. 
W. E. D. Scott, curator of the department 
of ornithology of Princeton University, has 
received from the British Museum about 
2,000 skins of birds from India, the Malay 
Islands, and different parts of Europe. Mr. 
Scott recently spent several months in Eng- 
land comparing the birds from Patagonia 
procured by Princeton with those from the 
same region there, and the collection that 
has been received was given by the museum 
partly ae a mark of honor to the university's 
researches along that line. In return the 
authorities here will send to the museum 
a collection of birds of which they possess | 
duplicate specimens. Some rare nests and 
eggs were also contained in the cases with 
the birds. The collection will form a val- 
uable addition to the university ornithologi- 
cal exhibit.

With a crowd of school children foll 
him, J. F. O'Connor, 5555 Drexel avenue, 
marched W. H. Moore of 4631 Langley ave- 
nue into the Hyde Park Police Station yes- 
terday afternoon and handed him over to 
Inspector Hunt, charging him with insulting 
girls at the Kozminski School, Fifty-fourth 
street and Ingleside avenue. : 

O’Connor is the fireman of ‘the Kosminski 
School. After school closed in the afternoon 
he heard cries of alarm from a group of 
schoolgirls who were sitting on the steps in 
front of the building. He rushed out and 
was informed that they had been insulted 
by a man who had just ridden past on a 
bicycle. The fireman mounted his wheel, and 
after a chase of four blocks captured the 
alleged offender. 

According to the story of the girls Moore 
rode past the school several times watchi 
them intently. The chain of the wheel he 
was riding creaked, and his attention was 
called to the fact, when, it is said, he broke 
forth into a torrent of violent abuse. The 
girls became alarmed at his language and 
screamed in terror. Moore then rode away. 

For two years complaints have been made 
by pupils of the Kozminski School that they 
have suffered insults from some strange man 
as they return home in the afternoon. The 
capture yestefday is the first that has been 
made. Moore is 30 years old and married. 
He will appear before Justice Quinn this 
morning. The objects of Moore’s alleged in- 
sults yesterday are the children of wealthy 
families in Hyde Park. |.

A letter just 
written by the ex-President to Don M.

Mr. Cleveland says in his latest letter: 

The speech I made at the Reform club dinner in 
April, 1807, 1e a part of my record in edvocacy of 
true Democracy. I cannot suppress it or abate 


from it, and I would not if I could. I shall not 
object to any use you see fit to make of it. 


This speech which Mr. Cleveland says 
he stands by was made after the election 
of 1806 and shortly after he had retired 
from the White House. It was made at 
a time when it was assumed that the 
“ paramount issue” of free silver was dead 
and for that reason, perhaps, it did not 
make the impression on the public mind 
which it should have made. For Mr. Cleve-

INDIANA’S CONGRESSMEN. 

Out of the thirteen members of Congress 
from Indiana the Republicans now have 
nine, and ‘they have nominated eight of 
these for reflection. The dean of the Indi- 
ana delegation is George W. Steele of the 
Eleventh (or Logansport) District, who has 
served in seven Congresses. He has had 
a long and honorable record as a lawyer, a 
TMeutenant Colonel in the civil war, first 
Governor of Oklahoma Territory, and a 
bank President in his home town, Marion. 
His last plurality was 4,000. He should be 
retlected and no doubt will be. 

James A. Hemenway of the First District, 
in the southwestern corner of the State, has 
served in Congress acceptably since 1894, 
and. deserves to be returned again by his 
constituents. He has held prominent legal 
positions in his district and has been a mem- 
ber of the Republican State committee. 
The First is one of the close districts, the 
last Republican plurality being 1,000. An- 
other of the present nominees who began 
their Congressional career in 1894 is James 
E. Watson of the Sixth District, in the 
southeastern part of the State. He defeat- 


the polls in 1894. His plurality two years 
ago was over 2,000. Still another of the 
1894 class is Jesse Overstreet of the Seventh 
(or Indianapolis) District, who introduced 
and championed the bill in the present Con- 
gress establishing the gold standard. He is 
an able lawyer and a good Representative, 
and should be given more than his last plu- 
rality of 2.500. | 
Charles B. Landis of the Crawfordsville 
district, u the east central part of the State, 
has been a member of the last two Con- 
gresses, and has made his name known 
far beyond the Indiana boundaries. He 
was an editor before he became a Con- 
gressman. Two years ago he defeated the 
Democratic candidate by a margin of 1,100. 
Another Indiana Congreesman who has 
made a good four years’ record is Edgar D. 
Crumpacker of the Tenth District, in the 
northwest corner of the State. Judge 
Orumpacker was a prominent lawyer and an 
Appellate Judge before he entered upon 
his Congressional career. He had a mar- 
gin of 4,400 votes in the last election and 
will be a member of the Fitty-seventh Con- 


grees. 

In the Bighth District, located in the 
east central part of Indiana, George W. 
Cromer of Muncie ie a candidate for re- 
election. He is a lawyer and began his 
Congressional r in 1898, previous to 
which be was ting Attorney in his 
jadicial district and Mayor of Muncie. His 
former plurality was 1,300. In the Thir- 
teenth District, whose leading town is South 
Bend, Abraham . Brick is a candidate 
for reélection. He was also prosecytor of 
his district as well as a member of the Re- 
publican State committee before he en- 
tered Congress two years ago with a plu- 
rality of 2,500. ’ 

The Fifth District, which lies in the west 
central part of the State, around Terre 
Haute, has nominated E. 8. Holliday for 
Congress. This is one of the close districts,

ILLINOIS AND THE CENSUS. 

The State of Illinois has 995,199 more in- 
habitants than it had in 1890. Its numeric- 
al gain is exceeded by New York and Penn- 
sylvahia alone, and is barely exceeded by 
the latter State. The percentage of gain, 
being 26 per cent, is equaled by that of no 
other large State; with the exception ot 
Texas. The increase in population in IIli- 
nois between 1880 and 1890 was 748,480, 
being a little less than 26 per cent. This 
makes a better showing for the last decade 
than for the preceding one. 

Of, the 4,821,550 Illincisans 1,698,575, or 
more than one-third, are in Chicago. In 
1890 Cook County outside of Chicago had 
a population of 98,000. It will not be far 
out of the way to call the present population 
of the outside county towns 125,000. As- 
suming that to be the correct. re, the 
population of Cook is 1,823,575, ahd that of 
the rest of the State 2,997,975. It follows, 
therefore, that of the total gain in popula- 
tion of 995,199, 631,653 has been in Cook 
County and 863,546 in the 101 other coun- 
ties. This is no discreditable showing for 
Chicago and Cook. 

Should the ratio of federal representation 
remain what it is now—174,000—Illinois 
will be entitled to twenty-seven Representa- 
tives, with a fraction of 122,000 over, which 
may give it another member. Out of twen- 
ty-seven members Cook will get ten. Then 
there will be more opportunities for am- 
bitious Chicagoans who wish to go to Con- 
gress. The present ratio, however, would 
make the number of Representatives over 
400, which would make too large a House. 
Should the ratio be fixed at 200,000 there 
would be 878 Representatives,’ of whom 
Illincis would have twenty-four and Chi- 
cago nine. 

The ratio of representation for a Sena- 
torial district will be 94,500. Therefore, 
under the apportionment based on the new 
census, this county will elect nineteen out 
of the fifty-one Senators and fifty-seven out 
of the one bündred and fifty-three House 
members. This county will choose a‘ little 
over 87 per cent of the membership of the 
General Assembly. In 1860 it had one Sen- 
ator out of twenty-five and four Representa- 
tives out of seventy-six. 

It is quite Mkely that the present Con- 
gress will determine at the short session the 
number of Representatives this and other 
States are to have. In that event the IIli- 
nois General Assembly which is to meet 
next January. will be enabled to make a 
Congressional as well as a Senatorial ap- 
portionment. This makes it all the more 
important that the Republicans should carry 
both branches of the Legislature, and thus 
secure for the next ten years those honest 
apportionments which have been lacking for 
the last seven years. 


LONDOWS SATURNALIA. 

The scenes enacted in London's streets 
upon the occasion of the arrival of the City 
Imperial Volunteers home from the wars 
were a disgrace to the largest city in the 
“world and the one which has claimed to 
be best protected. Many sotial reformers 
Adve pointed to the London police as an 
organization which can maintain order with- 
out the use of physical force, and have held 
it up as an example to American police- 
men who are in the habit of using their 
clubs as pérsuaders.. Perhaps the shame- 
ful and disgusting scenes on Monday night 
would have been prevented had the Lon- 
don police used their clubs and used them 
vigorously. 

So far as the reception of the returning 
troops was of a patriotic character it as- 
sumed extraordinary dimensions only be- 
cause they were London soldiers. They 
had not particularly distinguished them- 
‘selves as the Irish, Scotch, and English 
Tommy Atkins did, nor had they made a 
record coigparable with the Canadian or 
Australian contingents. They had been in 
several engagements, but in all of them 
combined they had not lost as many in 
killed and wounded as fell victinis to the 
brutal, drunken London mob. At the out- 
set the crowd may have been inspired by 
local patriotism, but when local patriotism 
proceeded to reinforce its enthusiasm by 
getting. drunk it soon changed to mob 
savagery. As the day advanced patriot- 
ism was forgotten and the objects of it 
also and London was given over to the 
wild orgies of a mob which only differed 
in its excesses from the Paris Commune 
in that it did not add incendiarism and 
destruction and looting of property to its | 
other outrages. It is extraordinary that 
with the large police force and 20,000 regu- 
lars and volunteers lining the route the 
mob could not hate been controlled, and 
still mere extraordinary that with the 
warning of the afternoon the mob was al- 
lowed to take possession of the city in the 
evening and to gratify its drunken passion 
in killing aud maiming scores of people, 
insulting women in the grossest manner, and 
in making night hideous with drunkenness, 
ribaldry, and violence which spared neither 
women nor children. One of the English 
journals is right when it says that such 
Hooliganism will “earn for the British 
people the unenyiable character of taking 
their pleasures brutally rather than sadly.” 

London saturnalia, however, does not 
differ in any way from what would occur 
in any other city which failed to hold a
